The JndietmeBt-^gr«><- out of an 

occurrence which took place in front 
of the raaideBce of Wm. O. 

Rlney, near Weat LonlaTlIle, laat 
November, and In which It was 
stated 8oni<' forty or lil'ty ix'rsons 
took part Following a iiieetinK of 
a sHcrpt ofKaiilzatlon at West Louis- 
ville, In which there were estimated 
to be in the nelfiibOTliood of Soo 
men present, a nnmber of persons 
who are aaid to have talien part in 
till' affair, rode- to a short distanre 
above the house of 'Squire Rlney, 
where they halted and. It Is alleged, 
formed In line, two abreast and 
marched ' Iwcli and forth In front of 
the Magistrate's residence. 

The great majority of those pres- 
Ibt at mte'neetiag. so It waa report- 
ed, were not In favor of such tac- 
tie^. and renions'tratcd a^iiiinst them. 
In tact. 'Squire Kiney was railed up, 
following the nieetluK. and warned 
of what was to tak^ place. He had. 
lowever. been admohlalWMl of the 
affair some ten days prertoas. Mr. 
Riney did not believe that'the action 
would he taken, but some six or 
eight of his closest nelRhbors. prai'- 
lieally all of whom were nieuibers 
of the organisation, prevailed upon 
him to allow them to stay with him 
during the nisbt. These men claim- 
ed they recognised the rolee of the 
li'iider of the band of men. 

Mr. Rlney was formerly presldtint 
ol ihe CJreen River Tobacco (!row- 
ers association. At the time he re- 
signed. It was stated that he quit 
the organlwtlon aa a result of 
threats that ware niMe.acCiaat him. 
On several oocaalons. it is stated, 
friends Informed him of the threats 
that were made against liitn. and 
the names of the persons who are 
alleged to have inspired them were 
given to him. The indictment that 
was returned Satiirter eavara not 
«aiy- tba danoastaatlon in front of 
Mr. Kinejr's residence, but the 
tlireatM and various tacjiles that are^ 
claimed were used for the purpose 
11.' intimidating him 

Kollowlug out the lustructlon 
given by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Riago, the grand Jury bacan a 
searohias Invaattsatlon of tke re- 
ported lawlessness in Oavleaa coun- 
ty 1^ Is understood that many wlt- 
iie^sejis voluntarily went before the 
grand jury and gave testimony re- 
garding luwieas acts that have ex- 
isted In Oavlaaa e«Hi|ty. tor wore 
than a y««r.

having instructions to keep the .Mex- 
ican boata nndar aurveillance. but It 
is known that Rear Admiral Badger 
has been advised that the United 
Slates Covernment regards Tampico 
as an open port and desires that 
there lie no Interferemc willi niiii- 
merce there. Notice of <len. llin r- 
ta's decree was given formally to 
Secretary Bryan earlier in the night 
by Senor Riano. the Spanish AmbaO- 
sador, who represents the Huerta 
fSovernment here. " This was follow- 
ed hv ;i confi rence of .^dniinistialldii 
ofiiciais, liut notliing was known of 
the result, and even the fact that 
the notice had been given was not 
made public.

Berlin. Tune <; Iieilin appears 
to have imported for Itself what the 
rreneh have called "«rlnaa of pas- 
sion," and to have < vtendcd llieir 
range far beyond the French exam- 
ple. A aartoa of recent marden and 
attoaptod murders of men by wom- 
en have been so lightly punished 
that the entire Behrlia preaa U critl- 
clalag orlmlQal aotborltlaa and in- 
rlea eovraly. 

A conapicuoua caae of aome 
months ago aroused the press to 
protest. young woman. Informed 
liy bi t- lovi r that he did not care for 
her any more. Invited hlin to a fare- 
well walk In the TIergarten and shot 
him in the back of the head, killing 
him InaUntiy. She waa broaght to 
trial not on a charge of murder, but 
of manslaughter, and the public 
prosecutor adnifl'ed the cxi.stfiicc 
of the mitigating elrciimstanccs. 
which under a paragraph of the pe- 
nal code are present, "when the de- 
fendant at the time of the commla- 
jsloio .of .ihe.actian. WiU.iiL.8uch a-Cpp- 
ditlon that he did not realise what 
he was doing, or suffering under u 
patliologie disturliaiie«> of the senses 
through uhlcb his power of declalon 
was made Imiiossibie." 

This condition, the State admit- 
ted, waa pr^nt, due to the young 
woman's anger at being daaerted. 
Tile sentence Wiis for a year and a 
half to tile peiiiti ntiary. 

The most striking of the whole 
series of "crimes of passion" was 
the most reoeqt. The woman In the 
case lived In an ariatocratlc quarter 
of (Ireator Berlin, In apartments 
paid for by an admirer. The man 
began to show n coolness toward 
her. and tliiallv iiif<iniied lu r tliat 
he Intended to sever relations with 
her. She demanded the payment of 
a conaiderable sum. Which waa re- 
fused. Thereupon, ahe invited him 
to a reataurant for a farewell sup- 
per. In a corner of the room, be- 
binil a scri'iii, slic drew a revolver 
from her iniilf and shot him four 
liiiii's ll<- was ill a liospital for 
weeks, and still carries one bullet 
in his body. 

In thia caae. too, the woman was 
charged with attempted manslaugh- 
ter, which involves a much lighter 
penalty than attempted murder. It 
,,l„|''was proved at he rtrial that she had 
told her servant girl that she in- 
tended to shoot the man, and that 
no woman is punished any more in 
llerlin for killing a reeraant lover. 
She had alao written in a almilar 
yeln to relatlvea and friends, iiud.
